TEWKSBURY — After losing 
their daughter/niece/wife/moth- 
er to the senseless tragedy in Las 
Vegas on Sunday night, the family 
of Tewksbury resident Rhonda 
LeRocque has set up a GoFundMe 
page to assist with medical and 
funeral expenses, to help transfer 
her body back to Massachusetts 

* and to help her husband Jason, 
and six-year old daughter, Aliyah, 
with future needs. 

A GoFundMe page has also 
been established for Aliyah for 
her well being. Visit https://www. 
gofundme.com/ali-lerocque to do- 


nate. A goal of $250,000 has been 
set with more than $11,000 al- 
ready in the bank as of Tuesday 
afternoon (edit: the number had 
since climbed to north of $58,000 
by noon on Wednesday). 

LeRocque, 42, was.one of 59 peo- 
ple gunned down by 64-year old 
Nevada resident Stephen Craig 
Paddock on Sunday night during 
the Route 91 Harvest Festival. 
The shots started while country 
musician Jason Aldean was per- 
forming. 

According to LeRocque’s moth- 
er, when the shooting began, Ja- 
son ducked, but Rhonda did not. 
Apparently, Jason believed she 
had ducked. 


Her daughter was also in atten- 
dance but left with her father-in- 
law before the shooting began. 

LeRocque was beloved by her 
family, as one of her sisters ex- 
pressed devastation upon hearing 
the news of her passing. 

“All Ican do is turn to God’s 
word for comfort, just as He would 
want me to,” Korina Champagne 
wrote on her Facebook page. 
“May she rest now until her name 
is called and she is awakened in 
paradise.” 

Her mother Priscilla Cham- 
pagne called her daughter “a 
beautiful woman inside and out.” 

She noted that LeRocque had 
great faith in God. 


“She was a truly great mother, 
daughter, wife, aunt, sister, worker.” 

Her mother remembered LeRoc- 
que as having a “wonderful family 
life.” 

Priscilla called her daughter 
“the glue that kept our family 
together.” 

“They were the perfect little 
family,” her mother told reporters 
about her daughter, son-in-law 
and grandchild, also revealing 
that she had received 180 mes- 
sages (not including text mes- 
sages) from concerned friends 
and family.

-*fyou have a fire at home 
you may only have less than 
three minutes after the 
alarm sounds to get out safe- 
ly. Knowing what to do can 
mean the difference be- 
tween life and death,” says 
State Fire Marshal Peter J. 
Ostroskey. 

‘The theme of this year’s 
Fire Prevention Week cam- 
paign, “Every Second Counts 
+ Plan Two Ways Out!” re- 
minds people of the impor- 
tance of planning and prac- 
ticing. a home escape plan. 
Fire:Prevention Week is Oct. 


9-15, 2017. 


'“Fime and again, I’ve seen 
the. life-saving impact of ha- 
ving a home escape plan, 
wheti firefighters arrive at a 
fire and see the family out- 
side at their meeting place. 
Most fatal fires occur in the 
home, and I’ve seen the tra- 
gedy. that can result when 
people don’t get out,” said 
State-Fire Marshal Ostros- 
key. “That’s why we’re mak- 
ing a concerted effort to edu- 
cate Massachusetts residents 
about the importance of plan- 
ning and practicing a home 
escape plan that everyone 
knows.” 

“Children practice fire 
drills in school at least four 
times each year. Families 
should also have home fire 
drills so they can practice 
their home escape plans,” 
said Ostroskey. 


~ Protect Your Home 
~ -and Family with 
~Home Escape Planning 
A home escape plan in- 
cludes two ways out of every 
room, which could be a win- 
dow or door, a route to exits 
and a meeting place outside 
and away from the house. A 
neighbor’s porch, a tree or a 
mailbox near the house 
wotild" be good meeting pla- 


ces. In addition to a home 
escape plan, homes must 
have working smoke alarms. 

“When creating your family 
home escape plan, it would 
be a great time to check that 
all smoke alarms are less 
than 10 years old, and are 
working,” Ostroskey said. 
“Most smoke alarms last 
about 10 years, so it’s impor- 
tant to replace them when 
they expire.” 

When replacing battery- 
operated alarms, choose 
smoke alarms with a 10-year 
sealed battery and a hush 
button feature that never 
needs replacing until the 
entire alarm does. Smoke 


‘alarms should be tested 


monthly, and alkaline batter- 
ies should be replaced at least 
once a year or when the 
alarm begins to chirp, signal- 
ing the battery is running low. 


. How to develop a 
home escape plan 

The Department of Fire 
Services offer these tips on 
creating a home escape plan: 

e Have a family planning 
session. Draw a map of your 
home, identifying two ways 
out of every room. 

e Include the routes out of 
each room. 

e Teach the route and 
meeting place to everyone. 

¢ Practice! Hold a fire drill 
during the day and one at 
night. 

e Make sure your house 
number is visible from the 
road so the fire department 
can locate your home. 


Escape Plans 
not just for families 
“Businesses should also re- 
view emergency plans and 
evacuation routes with em- 
ployees during Fire Preven- 
tion Week,” reminds Ostros- 
key. “No matter where you 


are — at work or at play, you 
need to know what to do in 
case of fire, and you need to 
know how to get out of any 
building.” 

With so little time to leave 
a building in a fire, prepara- 
tion and practice is the best 
way to remember the plan. 

“And once out, stay out,” 
explained Ostroskey. “Never 
go back into the home or 
workplace even if it looks 
safe. Things can be replaced. 
You cannot be replaced.”

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Job search expenses 
can be tax deductible

Taxpayers who are looking 
for a new job that is in the 
same line of work may be able 
to deduct some job-hunting 
expenses on their federal 
income tax return, even if 
they don’t get a new job. 

‘Here are some important 
facts to know about deducting 
costs related to job searches: 

¢ Same Occupation. Expen- 
ses are tax deductible when 
the job search is in a taxpay- 
er’s current line of work. 

° Résumé Costs. Costs asso- 
ciated in preparing and mail- 
ing-a résumé are tax de- 
ductible. 

° Travel Expenses. Travel 
costs to look for a new job are 
deductible. Expenses includ- 
ing transportation, meals and 
lodging are deductible if the 
trip is mainly to look for a new 
job. Some costs are still 
deductible even if looking for a 
job is not the main purpose of 
the trip. 

* Placement Agency. Job 


placement or employment 
agency fees are deductible. 

e Reimbursed Costs. If an 
employer or other party reim- 
burses search related expens- 
es, like agency fees, they are 
not deductible. 

e Schedule A. Report job 
search expenses on Schedule 
A of a 1040 tax return and 
claim them as miscellaneous 
deductions. The total miscel- 
laneous deductions cannot be 
more than two percent of 
your adjusted gross income. 


Taxpayers can’t deduct these 
expenses if they: 

e Are looking for a job ina 
new occupation, 

e Had a substantial break 
between the ending their last 
job and looking for a new one, 
or 

e Are job hunting for the 
first time.

payers ask for an extra six 
months to file their taxes. 
These taxpayers should have 
paid the tax they owed by the 
April deadline, but those who 
requested an extension should 
mark Monday, Oct. 16 as the 
extension deadline for 2017. 
While the deadline normally 
falls on Oct. 15, that date falls 
on<a Sunday this year so the 
due date is moved to the next 
business day. 

Here are some reminders 
for taxpayers who have not 
yet filed: 

¢ E-file. Taxpayers can still 
file their returns electronically. 
The IRS strongly urges all tax- 
payers to choose the speed and 
convenience of e-filing. This is 
an ideal option as it is fast, 
accurate and secure. The IRS 
verifies the receipt of an e-filed 
return and, statistically, those 
who choose to file electronical- 
ly make fewer mistakes. Of the 
145.3 million returns received 
bythe IRS so far this year, 
approximately 87.5 percent - or 
127.2 million - have been e-filed. 
IRS E-file is easy, safe, and the 
most accurate way to file your 
taxes. 


*-Try IRS Free File. Tax- 
payers can e-file their tax 
return for free through IRS 
Free File. The program is 


available on IRS.gov through 
Oct. 16. This program offers 
two options: Brand-name soft- 
ware, offered by the IRS’s com- 
mercial partners to individuals 
and families with incomes of 
$64,000 or less; or online fillable 
forms, the electronic version of 
IRS paper forms available for 
any income level. 

° File by Oct. 16. Taxpayers 
with extensions should file 
their tax returns by Oct. 16. If 
they owe, they should pay as 
much as possible to reduce in- 
terest and penalties. IRS Direct 
Pay allows individuals to 
securely pay from their check- 
ing or savings accounts. Tax- 
payers may also consider an 
installment agreement, which 
allows them to pay over time. 

* More Time for the Mili- 
tary. Military members and 
those serving in a combat 
zone generally get more time 
to file. If this applies to you, 
you typically have until at 
least 180 days after you leave 
the combat zone to both file 
returns and pay any taxes due. 


¢ More Time in Disaster 
Areas. People who filed an 
extension and live or work in a 
disaster area often have more 
time to file. The disaster relief 
page on IRS.gov has more 
information. 

e¢ Use Direct Deposit. The 
fastest way for taxpayers to get 
their refunds is to combine 
direct deposit and e-file. More 
than eight out of 10 taxpayers 
who receive refunds choose the 
speed and convenience of di- 
rect deposit. Individuals can 
choose to deposit their refunds 
into as many as three accounts. 
(See Form 8888; for details.) 

e Use IRS Online Payment 
Options. Taxpayers who find 
they still owe taxes can pay 
them with IRS Direct Pay. It’s 
the simple, quick, and free way 
to pay from a checking or sav- 
ings account. Individuals can 
also pay by debit or credit 
card. While the IRS does not 
charge a fee for this service, 
the payment processer will. In 
addition, taxpayers are able to 
pay what they owe using the 
IRS2Go, mobile app. For other 
payment options, click on the 
“Payments” tab on the IRS. gov 
home page. 

¢ Keep a Copy of Tax Re- 
turn. Taxpayers should keep a 
copy of their tax return and 
all supporting documents for 
at least three years. Among 
other things, this will make 
filing next year’s return easi- 
er. When you e-file your 2017 
return, for example, you will 
often need the adjusted gross 
income amount from your 
2016 return. Individuals can go 
to IRS.gov/account and login 
to view their balance, pay- 
ment history, pay their taxes, 
or access their tax records 
through Get Transcript. 

° Free face-to-face tax help is 
still available. The IRS spon- 
sors free tax preparation as- 
sistance through the Volunteer 
Income Tax Assistance (VITA) 
program and the Tax Coun- 
seling for the Elderly (TCE) 
Program. Both programs pro- 
vide IRS-certified volunteers 
to prepare federal and state 
tax returns electronically for 
people with low-to-moderate 
income, seniors, disabled indi- 
viduals or people who speak 
English as a second language. 
More information on available 
locations, times, and what doc- 
uments to bring can be found 
by typing “free tax prepara- 
tion” in the search box on 
IRS. gov.

Owl stuck in truck survives seul trip;

Truckers Will Sword and 
Tyler Buckley, based in 
Londonderry, New Hamp- 
shire, were on the road in 
Massachusetts when they 
heard a bang. At first, they 
thought the truck had hit a 
tree. 

But when they stopped 
and Buckley got out to 
investigate, he was shocked 
to see an owl trapped 
between the cab and the 
cargo hold. He recalled it 
was flapping its wings and 
trying to escape. 

New Hampshire State Po- 
lice referred them to Kelly, 
who advised the truckers to 
gently remove the bird 
from the truck with heavy 
gloves to avoid the sharp 
talons, keep it warm with a 
blanket and place it in a 
box. 

"It's been a long haul," 
said Kelly, who runs a reha- 
bilitation and education 
center for birds of prey. 

She said besides signs of 
head trauma, the owl 
seemed to be an older bird 
that may be getting cata- 
racts. 
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would be greatly appreciat- 
ed.” 

Her family described her 
as a “person full of life” who 
loved her family “with all of 
her heart.” ; 

“She was a great example 
of what a wife, mother, sis- 
ter, daughter, and niece 
should be and touched so 
many others’ lives.” 

It’s not just friends and 
family who are remembering 
LeRocque, the Greg Hill 
Foundation also offered its 
support to the family, as well. 

“We are extremely sad- 
dened to hear that one of the 
victims of the attack was a 
Tewksbury resident,” the 
foundation wrote on its 
Facebook page. 

They noted that LeRocque 
was very active in the Tewks- 
bury community.

“She was always so happy, 
and if you weren’t happy her 
smile or laugh was conta- 
gious. I honestly aspire to be 
like that woman,” Dias ac- 
knowleged. 

It probably helped that 
LeRocque looked a solid 10 
years younger than her 42- 
years. 

As her sister noted: “She 
was so healthy; she worked 
out and ate all the right stuff 
to lead a healthy life.” 

Whether she meant to or 
not, LeRocque clearly was 
someone to admire, some- 
one to aspire to be like. 
People like that don’t come 
around every day, especially 
not in this me-first culture. 

“She was so soft-spoken 
and gentle and so thoughtful 
of everybody,” Dias remark- 
ed. “Like it has been said 


before, she was ser j as 
close to perfection as possi- 
ble.”

When Adrianna 
Kippenberger first set foot 
on the campus of Plymouth 
State University back in the 
fall.of 2014, as an incoming

Kippenberger in fact, played

looked back. 

“Now, as the senior defend- 
er and her Panthers team- 
mates move into the second 
half of her senior season, 
she has become one of the 
rocks that holds the stellar 
Plymouth State defense 
together, while also provid- 
ing her leadership as one of 
the team captains. 

Kippenberger can now look 
back at those early days as a 
freshman and just laugh at 
#,the .memory, considering 
‘ how far she has come in her 

career. 


“I remember freshman 
year I was scared of leaving 
home, scared of not making 
the team, just nervous about 
everything,” Kippenberger 
said. “I think my confidence 
is the biggest thing that has 
improved. As you go on 
each year, you just want to 
be the type of player that 
your coach can count on, 
and I have tried to do that. 
Also, because my confidence 
has grown, my teammates 
know they can count on me.” 

Plymouth State coach 
Ryan Joy, in his fourth year 
with the Panthers, has seen 
Kippenberger grow as a 
player from her freshman 
year to the star she is today, 
but truthfully he never 
doubted her ability. 
Kippenberger was one of his 
very first recruits as coach 
of the Panthers, and he 
could not be happier to have 
had her on his team for the 
past four years. 

“She stepped in right from 
the start and did a great job 
for us,” Joy said. “She and 
the team have gotten much 
more competitive as the 
years have gone on, and that 
is a direct correlation to her 
working hard to get better. 
She has continued to elevate 
her game throughout her 
career.” 

Her teammates and coach 
Joy certainly know they can 
count on her not just as a 
player, but as a captain. It is 
a role that she takes great 
in, and a role in which she 
has worked hard to be suc- 
cessful. 

“I think the past couple of 
games I have been better at 
communicating with my 
teammates,” Kippenberger 
said. “I have been trying to 


communicate louder and . 


clearer. There is a lot of 
pressure, and a lot of 
accountability, but it is defi- 


nitely something I enjoy. 

“T have grown up playing 
soccer, and this is a role I 
am proud to take. I am hon- 
ored that coach chose me 
for this role. It’s a feeling I 
can’t even describe because 
it is so emotional for me. It 
has made me work even 
harder to be the best player 
I can be.” 

Joy has certainly been 
impressed with 
Kippenberger’s play over 
the years, but it was not just 
her talent that made her a 
natural choice as captain. 

“It is more what she has 
done off the field, with the 
hard work she puts in during 
the off-season, especially 
going into her junior year 
last season,” Joy said. “She 
really became a prominent 
person and role model for 
what it means to succeed at 
the college level. She was 
really an easy pick for us to 
be a captain.” 

Kippenberger, along with 
her defensive partners have 
shown throughout the year 
that they will strive to be the 
best they can be, and it had 
paid off with their results, at 
least in terms of goals 
allowed. With the exception 
of one 5-2 loss to UMass 
Boston, the Panthers have 
allowed a total of eight goals 
in their other seven games 
combined. 

“Our back four is very 
strong,” Kippenberger said. 
“It has been hard this year 
because we lost our goalie 
from last year who was 
probably our best player, 
along with some other good 
players, so we have had 
three goalies playing, and I 
think the defense has done a 
good job working with them. 

“We have two seniors, one 
sophomore and then two 
juniors playing on the out- 
side, and we have worked
